Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is McClain (US 1,299,747). McClain teaches a wood 
laminate comprising two sheets of wood bond together by an impregnated sheet of 
paper (lines 64-74). One sheet of wood is analogous to the claimed substrate and the 
other sheet is analogous to the claimed veneer. A second impregnated sheet of paper 
may be applied to the surface of said sheets as a surfacing sheet (page 2, lines 1 15+). 
The claims are allowable over McClain because McClain does not teach that the 
impregnated paper sheet should comprise the claimed melamine-impregnated alpha 
cellulose sheet. Furthermore, the prior art as a whole does not teach or render obvious 
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the use of melamine impregnated alpha cellulose sheet as the bonding sheet and 
surfacing sheet of the laminate taught in McClain. Thus, claims 17, 19-25, 37-50, and 
55 are allowable.
